Increase In Commodities Unjustified and ‘The

WASHINGTON, May 7.—A study 
ot profiteering in American indus- 
try, made under the supervision of 
the Railroad Brotherhoods, was. pre- 
sented to the railroad labor board 
today in support of the railroad 
workers’ demands for highér pay 
and to refiite the charge that in- 
Grease labor costs are responsible 
for the high cost of living. 

Prepared by W. J. Lauck, former 
secretary.of the war labor board, 
the study seeks to show that. pro- 
kiteering in industry is the funda- 
mental cause for high prices. It 
gives many statistics to support that 
contention, 

Calling attention to the many 
war-made ‘millionaires, ‘the study 
contends that the increase in the 
wealth of the wealthy je an un- 
answerable” refutation to all at- 
tempts to charge labor with profit- 
coring, 

“For, if invested wealth gets a 
larger return,“ ‘says the study, the 
man n givés personal service or

years 1912-1914 to $34,000,000 for 
the years 1916-1918. 

In the meat packing industry, 
where profits were said to have in- 
creased between 300 and 400 pér 
cent, the labor item was shown so 
small that a wage increase of 100 
per cent would add less than 5 
per cent to the total cost ‘of meat. 
The increase in prices between 1914 
and 1918 was shown as eight times 
the total labor cost, and the 1918 
price represented 25 times the total 
labor item. 

Profits Absorb Half Cost 

Profits absorb approximately 
one-half the retail price of certain 
kinds of cloth, the report declared, 
while the labor item amounts to 
from one-fourteenth to one-twen- 
tieth of the price. Similar refations
